Sy!)- 
vester Breeden, the prosecuting witness, said that Parrish has insured 
his life for $8,000 and subsequently had caused him to become a con- 
firmed inebriate by keeping him supplied with intoxicants. He also tes- 
tifed that Parrish kept him in a room at the hote! and kept a loaded 
inviting him to commit suicide when he should grow 
‘weary of life. Breeden said that if some of the lodge members had not 
discovered him and taken cogniszance of his condition his death would 
certainly, have resulted from the life he was leading. 

Parrish said that the insurance which he had on the life of young 
Breeden was merely a business venture, and that premiums had been 
pald by him to the amount of several hundred dollars. 

The investigation developed that he was not only holding tn@rance 
on Breeden’s life, but that John Dewitt, a saloon keeper, hokis a 
policy in the Equitable Life Assur ance Socicty for 8.000 on the life of 
the young man. Dewitt said he took out the policy nine months ago, 
and has paid two quarterly premiums of $26.50 each. He said: 

“The second premium was refused. I made the tender with my law- 
yer. The. fourth is due in February, and I win make another tender. 
My transaction is perfectly legitimate and I am going to sue to enforce 
the contract. I am in no hurry for the poor fellow to die, and would 
certainly contribute nothing to bring about his finish.“

The North American, in its 
next issue, will contain an article 
on “The Food of the Army Dur- 
ing the Spanish War,” by former 
Secretary of War Russell A. Al- 
ger. The article cites the creation 
of the war investigation commis- 
sion, and says: 

“On the 21st day of December, 
1898, the major general command- 
ing the army of the United States 
appeared before the commission, 
then sitting in Washington, and 
made his statements with respect 
to the canned, fresh and refrig- 
erated beef furnished to the army 


during the war. The article says: | 


“General Miles refused to be 
sworn or affirmed, as every other 
of the 495 witnesses had been, de-

Exports Have Grown Gradually Year 
by Year Until Now the United 
States Are Easily Lead- 


ing the Other Ooun- 
i tries.

Washington, December . —(Speclal.) 


The United States seems likely to Stand 
ut the head of the world's list of export- 
ing nations in the year 1900. One by one 
the great nations have fallen behind in 
the race for this distinctfon until during 
the past five years only the United King- 
dom and the United States could be con- 
sidered as competitiors for the distinc- 
tion of being the world's greatest ex- 
porter of articles of home production, In 
1884 the United Kingdom led the United 
States by nearly $250,000,000, and in 1897 
the United States had so rapidly gained 
that she was but $69,000,000 behind. 

In 1898 the United States took first 
place, our exports in that year exceeding 
those of the United Kingdom by nearly 
$100,000,000. In 1899 the United Kingdom 
again stood at the head of the list, her 
exports exceeding those of the United 
States by nearly $35,000,000. In the eleven 
months of 1900, whose figures have been 
received by the treasury. bureau of sta- 
tistics, the domestic exports of the Unit- 
ed States exceed those of the United 
Kingdom by $5,473,670, and should this rate 
of gain de maintained in December, the 
United States will, in the year 1900, show 
a larger exportation of domestic products 
than any other nation in the world. 


Even this distinction, however, of head- 
ing the world's list of exporting nations 
but partially tells the story of the won- 
derful growth of our export trade as 
measured by that of other nations. Com- 
paring the growth of our exports dur- 
ing the last quarter of the century with 
those of the other great nations of the 
world, we are able to better measure the 
wonderful progress shown. France 
showa no increase in her exports of 
domeatic merchandise in the cloaing quar- 
ter of the century; Germany shows, 
during the same period, an increase of

Chinaman Assaulted and Robbed 
There Last Night 


FOUR NEGROES ARRESTED 


Jim Broadexan, Who Is Supposed To 
Be the Assassin, Has Not Been | 
Oaptured—The Chinaman

Quang Sing. a Chinese laundryman of 
Marietta, was brutally and perhaps fa- 
tally assaulted and robbed in his laun- 
dry about 9 or 10 o'clock last night.

Certaln- 
ly the older pupils, the retarded pupils, 
the disconterted pupils, do not with- 
draw on account of poverty. I suspect 
the excuse of poverty is often made a 
cover for criminal neglect on the part 
of a parent or a feeling of discontent 
on the part of a child.” 

Upon which statement The Republic 
has this to say: 

This inquiry Into the question of school 
attendance and analysis of the causes of 
withdrawals form a valuable contribution 
to educational research. The degree of 
culture and education In a community de- 
pends not on the accomplishment of sin- 
gle individuals, but on the status of the 
people as a whole. The longer the chil- 
dren of a community can be kept at 
school, the higher will be the educational 
development of the community. The sta- 
tistics of Boston show amply that that 
city has made progress in solving the 
problem’ of keeping children at school, 
Even municipal officials share in the good 
work by enacting and enforcing truancy 
laws. Such flaws, ff enforced, Incline to 
prevent a child from falling behind other 
children of his age because of absence, 
and thus remove the principal cause of 
withdrawals. 

The Jack of free books ts also adverted 
to as a cause of withdrawals in St. Louls 
after the fourth grade, Boston supplies 
free books in all its grades, Chicago sup- 
piles them fn none, St. Louis's plan of 
supplying them up to the fourth grade 
and not thereafter givea parents an im- 
pression that the end of the fourth grade 
ia presumed to be the limit of education 
for a worklngman’s child. This causes a 
sudden slump in attendance with the be- 
ginning of the fifth grade. It is doubtful, 
therefore, whether free books in the lower 
grades, where the cost of books fs triffing, 
are much better than, no free books at all. 
St. Lavute should supply free books in all 
the grades, Above the fourth grades pu- 
pils have attained some knowledge of the 
proper care and handling of books, and 
the books would last longer. 

While there is some force in what fs 
said by both these eminent authori- 
ties, we cannot help the conviction 
that both miss the main fact in their 
zeal for the accomplishment of an im- 
possible condition. While free educa- 
tion should be provided for all, it 
should not be forgotten that all are 
not equally qualified to take it in. The 
majority of men must necessarily live 
in the more humble walks of life and 
have no need of a college course, even 
were it open to them.’ But a small pro- 
portion of the human race is possessed 
of constantly developing talent, hence 
the classes become smaller as they 
treat of more advanced topics. The 
idea of taking 1,000 given children 
and turning them around with a uni- 
form wrench until each one can be pre- 
sented with an identical A. B. degree 
is preposterous, and only finds lodg- 
ment in excited brains. It is the duty 
of the state to offer the opportunity 
to all of its children for the develop- 
ment of the best that there is in them; 


stand the elementary principles neces- 
sary for the ordinary business in 
which they may become engaged; it is 
good business sense and money well 
invested to have as large a class as 
possible go through to the end. This 
opportunity provided, each child must 
then find its own level. 

Another reason for the diminution ot 
attendance in the higher 
branches is the necessity of making a 
living and the desire to accept a good 
opportunity in business. The boy of 
twelve, already able to read and write. 
must begin contribution to the family 
support ;the sophomore in college has 
in sight a business opportunity—a bet- 
ter one, possibly, than he might find 
later on. The conflict is between pru- 
dence and ambition. Thus in Atlanta, 
where all boys may work, the falling 
out from school ranks is continuous 
until the Roys’ High school is reached, 
and the graduating class varies de⸗ 
tween fifteen and twenty; and where 
but few girls work, their high school 
is crowded and there is a graduating 
class of sixty. With equal induce- 
ments for the girls to work, their grad 
uating class would be about equal to 
that of the boys. 

Let us push education; spread its 
opportunities before all the people, and 
give every boy and girl a chance, but 
at the same time, avoid the enthust- 
asm that proceeds from visionary 


hopes.

‘Our New Iceland. 

The development that Alaska can 
raise food supplies enough to support a 
large population wil] add to the re- 
sources of the United States an Ice- 
landic population to offset our fellow 
citizens of the tropics. 

This information comes from Pro- 
fessor Georgeson, special agent of the 
United States agricultüral department, 
Who has been in charge of the experi- 
ment station in Alaska, at Sitka. He 
has made an unofficial statement which 
he will shortly embody in a formal 
report to the department. Professor 
Georgeson went to Alaska two years 


ago, and since then has been experi- 


menting in the raising of vegetables. 
He has grown a fine quality of oats 
and barley, and he says that there is 
no doubt that grain can be matured in 
any part of Alaska... He has also 
grown flax at Sitka, 4nd found wheat 
and rye growing at various points 
where the seeds had been accidentally 
dropped. This leads The St. Louis 
Republic to moralize thus upon the sit- 
uation: 

Not so long ago Alauka waa looked upon 
as one vast field of ice, where naught 
was to be encountered but ice-covered 
mountains, monster glaciers and frosen 
rivers that never melted, The mere men- 
tion of the name of Alaska was enough 
to conjure up, in the vision of the average 
person. a frozen panorama of eternal 
snows and of congealed heights and lev- 
els far beyond the conquering power of 
man. The discovery of gold threw a 
Great flood of light on Alaska. It was 
found that the bleak region was noted 
for other things than ice and snow. In 
the past few years millions of the pre- 
cious metal have been taken out, end it 
has been found that the territory is rich 
in coal and timber resources. 

An extension of territory for which 
the late Winiam II. Seward was se- 
verely criticfsed proves to have been 
an investment which we would no 
more recall than the purchase of Lou- 
isiana. We have outgrown the condi- 
tions upon which the criticisms were 
based, just as we may outgrow ac- 
quisitions of later date. One great ad- 
vantage with Alaska, as with our fiere- 
tofore successfully added territory, was 
that we received no population of such 
extent as to make its control trouble- 
some. Prövided the land be vacant, 
we can find the settlers to occupy it.

ETHICS OF WAR HAVE NAUGHT TO DO WITH 


MATTERS OF JUSTICE AND GENTLENESS 


in South Africa Great Britain is 

fighting for the same natural right 
that she once denied to our forefathers, 
should not be discouraged by the appar- 
ent revival of Boer activity and success. 
War is a two-handed game and has its 
vicissitudes. The gods are never unani- 
mous now, as in the time of Agamemnon 
and Hector; Olympus has a divided mind, 
but Zeus, though he sometimes sleeps, is 
still on the side of the strongest battal- 
fons. Barring intervention, of which 
there is no visible probability, the war 
can have but one outecome—defeat of the 
Boers. 

Among the many elements of uncertain- 
ty—the unknown factors in any war prob- 
lem—is the rise, on one side or the other, 
of a man of commanding military genius. 
Such men are rare; many wars are fought 
out without one appeartng. In others 
one may appear sufficiently to be refog- 
nised, but not attain to high co nd, 
or may attain it too late. Our great civ- 
il war uncovered two such men, but one 
was killed and the limitations of the 
other in respect of education and per- 
sonal magnetism’ kept him down. He 
was impossible. 

There is some reason to think that a 
man of uncommon, if not supreme, mili. 
tary genius has been found among the 
Boers in the person of General Dewet. 
From all that can be learned he seems 
to have been making a remarkable cam- 
paign—the only military operation of 
the war that has been distinguished from 
the common run of military operation 
than which nothing is more dull and un- 
interesting. But Dewet is a day late: 
his country is already conquered. His 
most brilliant possible campaign can hard- 
ly rise above the humble dignity of a 
successful raid. Had he instead of Jou- 
bert been in supreme military control at 
the beginning, there would have been a 
different story to tell; how different de- 
pends upon his actual endowment in the 
matter of military aptitude with some de- 
gree of which he must indubitably be 
credited. With a man like Napoleon at 
the head of their governments and their 
forces, the South African republics (re- 
publics in name only, and all the stronger 
for that) could not have been conquered 
by combined Europe. With such medioc- 
rities as Joubert and su¢h dunces as 
Cronje the downfall was a foregone con- 
clusion. The odds were too great in na- 
tional resources and numbers, even when 
the numbers were mostly untrained agri- 
cultural laborers and shop salesmen di- 
rected by a glittering incompetent like 
Lord Roberts, — 

It remains to be seen what Kitchener 
can do. He has shown an intelligent 
understanding of the situation in de- 
manding more horses. For a year the 
British have been fighting horse with 
foot—the best horsemen in the world with 
indifferent infantry—in a theater of war

The grain 
and forage in advance of those points had 
been previously destroyed. In moving back 
to this point the whole country from the Blue 
Ridge to the North mountain had been render- 
ed untenable for a rebel army. I have de- 
stroyed over 2,000 barns filled with wheat and 
hay and farming implements, over seveaty 
mills filled with flour and wheat, have driven 
in front of this army four herd of stock, end 
have killed and issued to the troops not less 
than 3.000 sheep. This destruction embraces 
the Laray valley and Little Fort valley, as 
well as the Main valley. A large number of 
horses have been obtained. Lieutenant Jolin R. 
Meigs, my engineer officer, was murdered be- 
yond Harrisburg, near Dayton. For this atro- 
clous scot the houses within an area of five 
miles were burned.

of his race, his wife in a quiet, modest 
way, la doing all in her power to ele- 
vate the women of her race, to encourage 
them in those industrial lines wherein she 
sees their best chance of development, 
and to allay the prejudices excited by pre- 
tended friends of the colored race in 
America. : 

She shares her huvband'’s views as to 
the development of her people and takes 
the same great interest in the phases of 
life that concern women that her husbana 
takes in the social problema hinging on 
the present status of the negro. She in- 
dicates her belief that the basis of wo- 
man's lifewark is in the home by her 
able conduct of her own home life ana 
by the domestic happiness therein, where 
she reigns supreme. 

She has enjoyed unusual advantages of 
education and is a continued student. es- 
pecially in those branches where her du- 
ties as an educator require her to be in 
touch with the most approved education- 
al methods. 

Maggie Washington was born in Ma- 
in 1965, and early in life re- 
ceived excellent training for the higher 
course of study she pursued, with great 
success, at Fisk university, in Nashville. 
She entered there with the intention of 
taking only the normal course, but be- 
coming deeply interested completed with 
success the collegiate course and grad- 
uated with distinguished honors from that 
institution in 1889.

She 
is a member of the executive council ana 
the principal’s cabinet and ig said by 
those closely associated with her to be a 
continual] inspiration by her practical sug- 
gestions to her able husband in his va- 
rious interests. 

Aside from her work ag an‘educator, she 
has long since warmly espoused the club 
movement, and many of the principles 
embodied in it, particularly in industriai 
lines. She wag the first president of the 
National Federation of Colored Women, 
and was as such largely instrumenta] in 
establishing clubs of all kinds among the 
colored women of the south. She has 
been chairman of thé executive commit- 
tee, and was for a long time editor ot 
Federation Notes, the official organ of 
that progressive body. 

While sympathising with all the depart- 
ments undertaken in the club work, espe- 
clally the kindergarten, Maggie Washing- 
ton interests herself especially in the 
more philanthropic lines, and far from

One hundred 
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OSCAR BANKSTON 
HELD IN $4,000 BALL 


Preliminary Hearing on Charge of As- 
sault with Intent To Murder. 


COLLUSION WAs 


Went to Stephens’s House in Maudlin 
Condition on Trouble Bent. 


BULLIED MAN WHILE “‘BUD” SHOT WIFE 


Justice Orr Held Evidence Made Him 
Party to Brother’s Crime and 
Remanded Him to Jail.

Oscar Bankaton, whose brother Wil- 
lam, allas “Bud” Bankston, ta charged 
with shooting Mre. Alex Stephens through 
the back as she stood in the door of her 
residence at the corner of Smith and 
Hubbard streets on the night of Docember 
Ad. was taken from the barracks, where 
he has been confined since the shooting, 
and given a preliminary hearing yest€#- 
day before Justice Orr on a charge of 
Assault with intent to murder. 

The evidence clearly established collu- 
sion on the part of Oscar with his broth- 
er, and by his own representations to the 
court, he was a party to the altercation 
which took place between Alexander Ste- 
phens and Bud Bankston just before 
the shot was fired which went clear 
through Stephens’s wife. The two, broth- 
ers had gone to the Stephens residence 
in a drunken condition looking for trou- 
ble. Justice Orr held Oscar Bankston in 
$1.000, ball in default of which he was 
remanded to the Tower. 

The testimony adduced before Justice 
Orr yesterday was substantially a repe- 
tition of the report of the shooting given 
in Morday’s Constitution. John and Jesse 
Fincher, brothers, who had had some 
words with the Bankston boys a few min- 
utes before the latter called at e Ste- 
phens residence, where the Finchbrs also 
lived, testified that they had tried to 
avoid the drunken pair and did not re- 
turn to their home until] just after Mrs. 
Stephens was shot, entering by the back 
docr. Frim their testimony it appeared 
that the Bankston brothers, after their 
encounter with the Finchers, went 
straight to the Stephens heme with the 
evident intention of renewing the quar- 
rel. Becoming angered at the attitude 
of Alexander, who they thought was try- 
ing to screen the Finchers, the Bankstons 
were in a condition of maudlin rage that 
did not scruple to commit any lawless 
act. 

Alex Stephens testifed that Oscar 
Bankston held his attention by threat- 
ening language at the door while his 
brother, Bud.“ slipped up out of the 
dark with drawn pistol and fired, pre- 
sumably at Stephens, but his wife, who 
was standing beside him, received the 
ball through the right lung. The Banke- 
tens fled, and Bud“ has not yet been 
apprehended. Oscar was arrested Sun- 
day morning by Special Officer Cunning- 
ham, of the Exposition cotton mills.

Cotton Has Been Dull on Slightly 
Larger Receipts—Speculation in 
Cereals Has Been Light. 
Corn Crop Is Fourth 
Largest. 


New York, December 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomorrow: 

“While it is not yet possible to print accurate 
figures of failures during the full year 1900, a 
preliminary statement may be made that will 
approximate the final result, Detailed returns 
for all but the last few days of the year have 
been compiled,’ and adding a proportionate 
amount for the time still to elapse, it appears 
that commercial failures will number about 
10.630 with HMabilities of $137.000.000. Of 
this number 2,300 were in manufacturing, for 
$137,000.000: 7,800 in trading for $60,000.- 
000, and 530 brokers, transporters, etc., not 
properly belonging to either of the othe: 
classes, for 827.250.000. Besides these stict- 
ly commercial defaults there were 60 financial 
concerns with Habilities of $34,000,000, swell- 
ing the total to 10,690 in number and $170,- 
000, in amount. This shows a itarge in- 
crease over the preceding year, when all fail- 
ures numbered 9,393, and liabilities were 
$123.132.679. It must not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that 1899 was a year of exceptional 
prosperity in business, and while trade was 
then stimulated by rising prices, the succeed- 
ing year had to bear the bitter fruit of reac- 
tion, Despite these disasters, made unavold- 
able by the very conditions that brought sucy 
a phenomenal ond for 18609, i will te 
found that 1900 compares favorably with other 
recent years. | 

“So general bc had been made by 
eastern businesa interests for a squeese in 
money hear the end of the year, that the 
expected advance did net oceur, und vollees 
ons in the interior were vo good that banka 
made general complaint of the searcity of 
mercantile paper offered for dieeount, This 
outoome Was partioularly encouraging, though 
business will need more money after January 
tet) Meanwhile a geod undertone has been 
fully in evidence, founded upon the aes 
distribution of merchandiae south and west, 
sellers ameuming an indifferent attitude, ex- 
cept in cotton goods and some branches of allk, 
where the general fmprovement has been re- 
fected to comparatively emall degree in 
both cotton and silk cireler better things are 
expected in January, and in po direetion has 
reduction of working forces dn mille occurred. 
Rome swage differences have been adjusted, In 
this reapect the situation is unusually bright, 

“More talk of a general reduction in coke 
and cheaper ore after navigation opens might 
be calculated to ‘unsettle quotations of the 
finished products, but tron and steel continue 
the even tenor of their way. In every depaf- 
ment of this industry more business is offered 
than can be accepted unless purchasers are 
willing to give much time for delivery. One 
large foreign contract was lost on this ac- 
count, and at many points domestic operations 
are delayed by inability to secure material 
Instead of the agitation for cheaper steel rails 
that was so prevalent a short time ago, pro- 
ducers are said to contemplate an advance, 
Domestic contracts in this line exceeded §0,- 
000 tons at Chicago, and among foreign or- 
ders is noticed one for 17,000 tons for Aus- 
tralia, with many smaller sales. Structural 
material is wanted for buildings and bridges, 
with noticeable activity in this department for 
export. 

It is not a bad sign that the local jobbing 
trade in footwear is quiet, nor that orders 
received by manufacturers from salesmen are 
small, as most travelers returned home for 
the holidays, New contracts are not large, 
but factories are running at full capacity, and 
in many cases refuse to duplicate orders at 
previous prices. Shops are assured of brisk 
employment well into the new year, and mak- 
ers expect to buy leather at better terms. 
Aside from hemlock sole, of which there is 
& Scarcity, prices are barely maintained and 
export huying has been proportionately better 
than domestic. Hides average lower, making 
the fifth successive week of decline at Chicago.
